In 1946, Country Life bred RAISE YOU, and she produced champion Raise 
a Native—which sired (1) 1969 Kentucky Derby and Preakness winner 
Majestic Prince; (2) Mr. Prospector, sire of classic winners Tank’s 
Prospect and Conquistador Cielo; and (3) Alydar, sire of 1987 classic 
winner Alysheba. 

The young stallion roster at Country Life for 1987 may someday 
make its mark on the Triple Crown.

The latter, a graded 
stakes winner of $240,196, later commanded 
over a million dollars as a sire prospect. 

These 12 yearlings were sold for $8,545,000. 
Their combined earnings, syndication and resale 
prices total more than $60 million! 

Windfields, the number one source of stakes win¬ 
ners, includes three Epsom Derby winners among 
its sales graduates. Proud of the past and confi¬ 
dent of the future, Windfields has been practicing 
its craft for more than a half-century. We believe 
that the yearlings making up our Class of ’87 
measure up to exacting standards.

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Maryland Hunt Cup continued 


Trained and ridden by Charles C. Fenwick Jr., Ar¬ 
thur Arundel's Sugar Bee won the 91st renewal of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup by a neck over John B. Hannum 
Jr. on Mrs. John B. Hannum Sr.'s Our Climber. Eng¬ 
lishman Broderick Munro-Wilson on his Irish-bred 
Talon was 20 lengths back in third. Of nine starters, 
those three were the only finishers in America's oldest 
continuously run race over fences. 

Afterwards, in the paddock, at the parties, at the 
Hunt Ball, conversation buzzed with Maryland Hunt 
Cup history. 

It was exactly 50 years ago, on a comparable raw, 
cold April 25, that the last Virginia-owned entiy^ took 
home the coveted silver tankard: Paul Mellon's Wel- 
boume Jake in 1937. 

Nine also started that year, but only one fell. Ironi¬ 
cally, the great Blockade, winner in 1938-39-40 and 
foaled in Upperville, Va., went down at the seventh. 

Marion duPont Scott imported Welboume Jake 
from Ireland as a yearling with the intention of eventu¬ 
ally running him over brush but, at the death of her 
trainer Noel Laing, the horse was sold to Mellon to be 
ridden and trained by Jack Skinner of Middleburg. 

This year's victor. Sugar Bee, is a Virginia-bred by 
Del Bee out of Sugar Mama by Roman Tread. His 
owner, Nick Arundel of The Plains, publishes a chain 
of Northern Virginia newspapers and is well-known 
in steeplechase circles for his design and development 
of the Great Meadow race course as a permanent 
home for the Virginia Gold Cup races and numerous 
other equestrian events. 

When starters William Wylie and Michael Ledyard 
dropped the flag for this year's Maryland Hunt Cup, 


Foxbrook Farm's Onamystic, winner at Mv Lady's 
Manor, broke on top. Ridden by Pennsylvanian Wil¬ 
liam Meister, the 8-year-old ’^Mystic II gelding led by 
three lengths over the first two fences, but couldn't 
quite get the elevation needed for the big third fence 
and went down. 

Lisa Stroud's 1984 Maryland Hunt Cup star Bew- 
ley's Hill, with her husband Dixon in the saddle, took 
over Onamystic's front position, followed by Munro- 
Wilson on Talon and Douglas King on William 
O'Neill's Berny's Shali. 

Coming into the sixth, Bewley's Hill seemed off 
balance, twisted over the fence and landed on his side. 
Berny's Shali, usually a frontrunner, then gained his 
customary spot, opening up a considerable advantage 
over Talon in second. 

At the ninth, owner/rider/trainer Gerry Brewster on 
his 1986 second-place finisher Balantic became the 
third casualty. Brewster's handsome dark brown geld¬ 
ing put in an extra stride in front of the fence, hit the 
top board and bounced back without clearing the ob¬ 
stacle. To his obvious chagrin, Brewster proceeded 
over the obstacle without his horse. 

Turning the corner to run parallel to Tufton Avenue, 
Berny's Shali continued to set the pace, with Louis 
(Paddy) Neilson III on Munro-Wilson's second entry, 
Probon, now moving into contention. 

These two came to grief as Berny's Shali pecked on 
landing after the 12th and lost rider Doug King. The

loose horse galloped on toward the 13th only to refuse 
directly in front of Neilson, forcing him to pull up 
abruptly. Having lost all momentum and position, 
Neilson and Probon retired for the day. 

Now only four of the original nine remained. 

Three were bunched together: Talon with a slight 
lead, then Sugar Bee and Our Climber. Duncan Pat¬ 
terson on William Lickle's Spouting Creeque, a care¬ 
fully nurtured third the previous two weeks in the 
John Rush Streett and the Murray Memorial, stalked 
the leaders, well within striking distance. 

Patterson, however, was not to be rewarded for his 
strategy. Appearing to be well over the 4-foot, 10-inch 
16th fence, the biggest on the course and approached 
uphill. Spouting Creeque hobbled several strides be¬ 
yond the obstacle and unseated Patterson. 

Set against the dramatic backdrop of the woods, 
Fenwick and Hannum hooked up to make it a horse 
race after the 17th. At the 18th and 19th, their two 
chestnut horses jumped as a team, crossed the road 
together, and met the water jump well, swapping the 
lead stride for stride. 

Side by side, they tackled the last fence which Fen¬ 
wick and Sugar Bee sailed while Hannum had a rough 
trip, negotiating the obstacle in what is often termed 
the "hailing a cab" position. 

As they crossed under the wire. Sugar Bee gave the 
extra surge to seize the short winning margin. 

Talon, meanwhile, was content to canter home a 
distant third. "After the 17th, those two were going 
head and head," Munro-Wilson said later. "I decided 
to track them at a reasonable distance. 

"After the 19th, they sprinted away from me. I was 
tired and my horse was tired. With no one behind me. 


I thought we'd jump the last two at our ease. T///s time 
Td finish the course without dismounting first." (In 
1979, aboard Cancottage, Munro-Wilson fell at the 
17th but remounted to finish fifth.) 

Like Welbourne Jake in 1937, Sugar Bee ran the 
major part of the race well off the pace, letting the 
leaders pick themselves off. 

"He'd never jumped fences this size before and he 
didn't like the ground," said Fenwick, who has now 
won five Maryland Hunt Cups. "But he handled the 
going well and he's a good jumper. I was tremen¬ 
dously encouraged when he took the third so nicely. 
We were simply getting outrun in the first part." 

Bred by Mrs. John Hannum Sr., who is the MFH of 
Mr. Stewart's Cheshire Foxhounds (Pa.) and the owner 
of the 1970 and 1973 Maryland Hunt Cup winner 
Morning Mac, Our Climber is by Fern Dancer out of 
Mrs. Hannum's top-flight timber mare Our Ivory 
Tower. The same mating produced the 1985 Hunt Cup 
winner Our Steeplejack. 

In 1984, Our Climber was a winner at Fair Hill, then 
failed to score at all in 1985. In 1986, he won two 
point-to-points at Andrews Bridge and Cheshire and 
was second in the Grand National ahead of Sugar Bee. 

This season, the 11-year-old chestnut experienced 
some tendon problems, but obviously found the soft 
turf to his liking. "We haven't actually ridden him 
since the Manor (where Our Climber finished sixth)," 
said Hannum. "My mother trained him by swimming 
him into condition. His race today is a great compli¬ 
ment to Mom. She's a genius." 

Although it also displays on again/off again periods. 
Sugar Bee's race record is sterling enough to show 
earnings of over $100,000 by the end of 1986. 

Bred by Norman R. Brown, Sugar Bee did his flat 
racing at Charles Town, proving nothing as a 2-year- 
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old but coming on late in his 3-year-old year to set a 
track record there of 1:14% for 6 V 2 furlongs. 

From 1982-84, the chestnut gelding ran over brush 
in the colors of Mrs. W. Wallace Lanahan Jr. His best 
year was 1983, when he earned $36,247, including a 
win in the last International Gold Cup over hurdles at 
Ligonier and a second in the New York Turf Writers 
Cup at Saratoga. 

''By then, he was at the point in his career where he 
was probably doing as well as could be expected over 
brush and he was in a handicap division that I didn't 
think was going to do him much good," explained 
Fenwick, who also trained the horse for the Lanahans. 


"I knew that Mr. Arundel was looking for a timber 
horse and I thought Sugar Bee would be well suited for 
that." 

After a winless 1984 over brush. Sugar Bee achieved 
NSHA Timber Horse of the Year honors in 1985 with 
four victories and one third in five starts. One of his 
wins was the International Gold Cup once again, this 
time a timber race at Great Meadow. 

In 1986, Sugar Bee was third in the Grand National, 
then won both the Virginia Gold Cup and the timber 
race at Hardscuffle in Kentucky out of three starts. 

In spite of his past performances, after a moderate 
third in the 1987 Manor race punters on the Maryland

Ividing in the Maryland Hunt Cup started 
out as a lark really. But now Tve become quite 
serious," explains Englishman Broderick Mun¬ 
ro-Wilson, who just made his third trip in the 
Glyndon classic—and his first without disas¬ 
ter—finishing in third place on Talon. 

"In 1978, I was invited to run a horse in the 
Colonial Cup, and while I was here, I had dinner 
with Mrs. (Miles) Valentine and Jill Fanning," 
Munro-Wilson continues. "They suggested I put 
a horse in the Maryland Hunt Cup and ride him 
myself. 

"Well, I knew as much about that race as I do 
about lawnmowers. But I said, 'Oh, sure. I'm 
definitely on for that!' 

"Mrs. Valentine and Jill came to Ireland that 
winter to foxhunt, and I asked them to pick out 
one of my 'chasers to send over. We tried 10 or 12 
over a set of rails in the wood. It was a terrible 
winter and that was the only ground that wasn't 
frozen hard.

Owner Nick Arundel's reaction to winning was sim¬ 
ilarly, albeit exultantly, incredulous.

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On a perfect racing day in Butler, cool but clear 
with the ground in excellent condition from recent 
rains, Charles Fenwick Jr. won his seventh Grand 
National in the last 11 years on Mrs. Wallace Lana- 
han's Local Kid. 

Fenwick then turned in a double for the afternoon 
(as he had done previously in 1983) by capturing the 
Benjamin Murray Memorial with Charles C. Fenwick 
Sr.'s Family. Fenwick Jr. also trains both horses. 

Five entries faced starters Jerry Witte and Frank 
Weller for the featured $15,000 Grand National, spon¬ 
sored by BMW of North America. The field included 
the 1984 and 1986 Maryland Hunt Cup winners: Mrs. 
Dixon Stroud's Bewley's Hill, ridden by Mr. Stroud,

and Turney McKnight's Tong, ridden by Mrs. Mc- 
Knight. 

In addition to Local Kid, the others were William 
Smith's Bibbit, ridden by the owner's 19-year-old 
daughter Lauren, and English owner/rider Brod Mun- 
ro-Wilson on his Irish-bred Talon, a winner at Elk- 
ridge-Harford two weeks before. 

Making his first attempt over the stiff Maryland 
fences, Pennsylvania-bred Bibbit immediately 
jumped to the lead, the strategy he and his young rider 
usually favor. A true family campaigner, this 11-year- 
old chestnut veteran won the Genessee Valley (N.Y.) 
Hunt Cup in 1984 with Dr. Smith, a college professor, 
riding, then returned in 1986 to win the same race with 
Lauren in the saddle. 

Local Kid, Talon, Bewley's Hill and Tong followed 
Bibbit in that order over the first six fences until they 
disappeared from view behind the late Redmond 
Stewart's house, recently purchased by Benjamin 
Griswold IV. 

When the field reappeared. Local Kid was on top by 
three lengths, a margin he was not to relinquish for the 
remainder of the event. 

All the horses were jumping comfortably until the 
12th fence when Bibbit got in too close, losing Smith, 
and then the 15th where Tong, not showing his usual 
form, put Liz McKnight on the ground. 

Approaching the last of the 17 fences, Bewley's Hill 
made a determined move to catch Local Kid, but Fen¬ 
wick went to the whip and increased his lead to four 
lengths at the wire. 

The only other finishers. Talon and Munro-Wilson, 
both looking peaked and weaving into the final obsta¬ 
cle, crossed the line some eight lengths after the lead-

ers. However, the pair was disqualified for cutting the 
flag between the 16th and 17th fences. 

The winner. Local Kid, a 6-year-old by Pumpkin 
Moonshine out of Hopadee, was purchased as a 3- 
year-old by Fenwick for the Lanahans from Frank 
Whiteley's New York stable. 

"He was a real big colt who never made it to the flat 
track," explained Fenwick. "We ran him over hurdles 
as a 4-year-old and he won a stakes at Fair Hill." 

Last fall, making his debut over timber. Local Kid 
finished first at both Foxfield and Morv^en Park, then 
followed up this spring with a victory at Marlborough. 
Now undefeated in four timber starts, the big bay 
gelding was being pointed toward the Virginia Gold 
Cup by Fenwick. 

In the companion feature, the $7,000 Murray 
Memorial for non-winners of two over timber, spon¬ 
sored by Alex. Brown & Sons and the Mercantile-Safe 
Deposit and Trust Company, a full field of ten went to 
the post. 

An English import. The Guinea Man, winner of the 
1986 (Md.) Grand National, owned by Munro-Wilson 
and ridden by Louis (Paddy) Neilson III, set the pace 
over the first three fences. Stablemate Probon, also 
trained by Neilson and owned and ridden by Munro- 
Wilson, fell over the third fence while Olympic Three- 
Day gold medalist Bruce Davidson, riding Alletta 
Bredin-Bell's Australian entr}^ Macquarie, came down 
at the fourth. 

With loose horses running amok, the eight remain¬ 
ing competitors. The Guinea Man still in the lead, 
vanished behind Griswold's house to emerge a de¬ 
creased company of six. 

Herb Sheppard's Double Vested, ridden by Jay 
Meister, and The Guinea Man were the "no-shows." 
Both riders told the same sad story. 

"My other entry (Probon) came across and pushed 
me out," said The Guinea Man's jockey Neilson, 
grimacing at the irony. "I tried to get my horse back in, 
but his head was up and we went through the fence." 

"Double Vested had no shot at the seventh fence," 
lamented Meister. "The loose horse was suddenly 
right in our way. My horse never saw the fence com¬ 
ing." 

At the eighth obstacle, Frank Bonsai's Prince o' 
Rock, ridden by Johnny Bosley, moved into the front 
position, with Joy Carrier on Fat Chance Farm's Fight¬ 
ing Falcon, Irv Naylor on his own Nickle Moppett, 
Charlie Fenwick on Family and Duncan Patterson on

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William Lickle's Spouting Creeque closely bunched, 
and Beth LaMotte on her horse Barcalow following. 

Galloping down the hill toward the Fenwick barns, 
Naylor pushed Nickle Moppett ahead over fence nine, 
with Prince o' Rock holding second. This order con¬ 
tinued until Nickle Moppett caught the 12th fence 
with his front end and flopped over. 

Now Family surged from the pack to shoot ahead of 
Prince o' Rock. Going full tilt, these two rapped the 
last fence, front and back, but never broke stride, 
battling to the wire with Family only a neck victor over 
Prince o' Rock. 

Spouting Creeque was several lengths back in third, 
with Fighting Falcon fourth. 

The trailer, Barcalow, failed to negotiate the last 
fence, sending his rider to the hospital with what 
turned out to be a broken leg and back injuries. 

"I knew we were tired," said Beth LaMotte of 
Unionville, Pa., "but 1 thought we could just hunt 
home easy and finish. Barcalow simply didn't jump 
quite high enough." 

Carrier, the jockey on Fighting Falcon, lodged a 
protest against second-place finisher Bosley for im¬ 
peding her forward progress at the eighth fence. How¬ 
ever, the claim was not allowed by the stewards. 

Family, "very appropriately named," added a smil¬ 
ing Charlie Fenwick, was purchased as a yearling by

Fenwick's wife, Ann. As a 2-year-old the bay gelding 
by West Coast Scout out of How's Thay was sold to 
Ann's brother-in-law George Strawbridge. The horse 
won on the flat and ran over hurdles for Strawbridge 
until 18 months ago when Charlie's father bought the 
horse as a timber prospect. 

In 1986, Family was second three times and third 
once over wooden fences. The 1987 Murray is his first 
timber victory. 

"Survival was a matter of avoiding the loose horses 
in this race," said Fenwick. "1 was very lucky." 
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Grand National continued 


Five flat races completed the April 18 card at Butler. 

The eighth running of the two-mile John K. Shaw 
Memorial drew eight starters, with first place going to 
another jockey on a hot streak, Joey Gillet, riding 
Timothy Wickes' 4-year-old by Coastal, Cape Jester. 
Gerry Brewster on Obrecht-Brewster's Beat a Path 
was second, and J.B. Secor's Safekeeping was third, 
ridden by Johnny Bosley. 

Cape Jester, a winner at Pimlico the week before the 
Grand National, is slated to compete over hurdles 
later this season, according to Wickes, who is also the 
horse's trainer. 

Fenwicks also accounted for two of the four flat 
races for juniors. In the two divisions for large ponies, 
14-year-old Beth Fenwick took first on Protege, and 
her 13-year-old brother Charlie won on Mickey Finn. 

Pennsylvanian Alison Ffershbell on her gray streak 
Joey crossed the finish line first in the small pony 
event, while Diana Gillam of Finksburg was victorious 
on Northern Ffill in the junior horse race. □

"When they saw Cancottage, they said, 'He'll 
do; put him on the plane.' " 

The rest, as they say, is Maryland Hunt Cup 
history. That spring of 1979, Munro-Wilson rode 
Cancottage to a photo-finish at Elkridge-Harford 
and a third in the Grand National at Butler. In his 
first attempt at the Maryland Hunt Cup, he fell at 
17, bloodied his nose and blackened his eyes, but 
remounted to finish fifth. 

Cancottage was then purchased by Mrs. Val¬ 
entine, in whose colors the strapping gelding 
won three Maryland Hunt Cup renewals (1980, 
1981 and 1983) to retire the trophy. 

Munro-Wilson is a merchant broker and the 
CEO of Munro Corporation, the leading new 
issue house in London. He has been riding 
ponies since he was 4 and foxhunting since 7. His 
avocation as an amateur steeplechasing jockey 
began while he was a student at Cambridge, and 
he has been in the top half-dozen amateur riders 
in England for the past ten years. He has raced 
over the formidable Aintree Grand National 
course eight times. 

He decided to make a second go for the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup in 1986 when business contacts 
brought him back to the area. 

"I thought my first shot was all a bit of fun. I 
had had my little venture in Maryland," says 
Munro-Wilson. "Then about two years ago, we 
were approached at the bank to finance a Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., computer software firm. I started 
flying back and forth, then met the Cromptons 
(MFH of the Andrews Bridge [Pa.] Hounds 
Robert Crompton and his wife Kathleen) out 
hunting, and they asked if it wasn't time for me 
to take another crack at it. Kathleen suggested I 
send over the horse I was hunting. The Guinea 
Man." 

The Guinea Man came to the United States to 
be trained by Louis (Paddy) Neilson III in Febru¬ 
ary 1986. Neilson then rode him to three con¬ 
secutive victories at Cheshire (Pa.), Elkridge- 
Harford and the Grand National at Butler. 

Munro-Wilson showed up to ride the Hunt 
Cup, but never made it farther than the third 
fence. 

"I came over two days before the race and 
jumped a few fences in Betty Bird's front gar¬ 
den," Munro-Wilson relates, chagrin touching 
his voice. "I went into the third fence in the Hunt 
Cup thinking I had to jump it with some caution. 
It was absolutely the wrong thing to do. You've 
got to gallop at it as if it's not there. I'm thinking. 


'steady, steady.' The Guinea Man hesitated, and 
it was all over. 

"I've ridden a huge number of races at home, 
but riding over timber is a totally different thing. 

"It was my mistake. I had been entirely too 
casual about the whole affair. I was really in a fit 
of depression after the race last year." 

Subsequently, The Guinea Man stayed on 
with Paddy Neilson and Munro-Wilson sent 
over two more timber prospects this winter. He 
also arrived two weeks prior to the Hunt Cup to 
prepare himself. 

Neilson conditioned Talon, an Irish-bred 
which had been third at Cheltenham and third in 
the Liverpool Foxhunters over the Aintree 
course with Munro-Wilson riding, to win at Elk¬ 
ridge-Harford, and Probon to finish fifth at the 
Manor. 

Munro-Wilson then finished third on Talon 
(although disqualified for cutting a flag) in the 
Butler Grand National, but fell in the Murray 
Memorial on Probon. 

"We took the situation much more seriously 
this time. I chose Talon for the Maryland Hunt 
Cup because he is a brilliant horse cross-country. 

I had hunted him and 1 knew he'd jump a 5-foot 
gate without a thought. I sent Probon over at the 
last minute, too, because he is also a spectacular 
jumper. I really see him as another Cancottage, 
even though he never won a top race in England. 

"You see, these horses in England that are the 
star jumpers are the ones that will shine here 
over timber. I don't want to say which is harder 
to win, but you must be a better jumper to get 
'round the Maryland Hunt Cup course than to 
get 'round Aintree. You make a minor mistake in 
the Maryland Hunt Cup and you're a goner." 

The Guinea Man, Talon and Probon will all 
stay on at Neilson's to continue to race and to be 
sold if buyers appear. 

Munro-Wilson, meanwhile, now 41 years old, 
has returned to England to fashion his plans for 
1988. 

"I was very, very pleased to make it all the way 
this time," he emphasizes. "Last year I was ut¬ 
terly disheartened, but in retrospect, I was just 
too laid back. 

"I've got some more business interests in 
America, and I've got some other very good 
horses at home. It's nice to combine both busi¬ 
ness and pleasure. 

"I think we'll just quietly go on. One way or 
another Paddy will be training a Maryland Hunt 
Cup horse for me next year." □

As a true border state, Maryland was also at¬ 
tacked from the south. Two horses from Virginia, 
George Ohrstrom's Tobiano (Fr) and Lavinia 
Currier's Coosaw, finished in second place in the 
Manor and the Streett, respectively. 

Onamystic, a son of legendary steeplechase 
sire *Mystic II out of Miss Milt, lost no time in 


Ihe 77th running of the My Lady's Manor 
point-to-point at Monkton on April 11 showed 
the Old Line state at its colorful, sunshiny 
springtime best. The Maryland entries, how¬ 
ever, did not fare so well on the two-race card. 

Foxbrook Farm's Onamystic, trained by Jill 
Fanning and ridden by William Meister, both 
Pennsylvanians, took the feature race, the My 
Lady's Manor, by ten lengths, while another 
Pennsylvania team—Finnway Lad, trainer Ag¬ 
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My Lady's Manor continued 


going to the lead in the $12,500 three-mile My Lady's 
Manor, sponsored by Alex. Brown & Sons and the 
Mercantile-Safe Deposit and Trust Company. 

The strapping bay gelding was first over the initial 
three post-and-rails, followed by Louis (Paddy) Neil- 
son III on Brod Munro-Wilson's The Guinea Man; 
Michael Moran's Jimmy Kelly, ridden by Moran's wife 
Anne; Arthur Arundel's Sugar Bee, with Charles Fen¬ 
wick Jr. up; 1986 Timber Horse of the Year Ozyman- 
dias, owned by Irene Roeckel and ridden and trained 
by William Wofford; Mrs. John Hannum's Our Climb¬ 
er, ridden by her son Jock; Irv Naylor on his own 
Hamid; and Steve Williams on Tiburon, the horse he 
also trains for Walker-Wilson Stables. 

Over the water jump, the fourth obstacle. The 
Guinea Man forged into the front position, with Ona- 
mystic content to run second. 

The field continued to be closely bunched until the 
ninth fence, coming in front of the crowd, where Tibu¬ 
ron unseated his rider, Williams, who dislocated his 
shoulder in the fall. 

Continuing around the figure-eight turn by Pocock 
Road, The Guinea Man had a rough fence at number 
12, and Onamystic took immediate advantage of the 
error. 

"He set a nice, steady pace, and we simply out- 
jumped the other horses," explained Onamystic's 23- 
year-old jockey, Billy Meister. "We got on the inside of 
Ozymandias at the figure-eight, then moved into the 
lead at the 12th. After that, no one ever came to us." 

This is not to say, however, that no one tried. Com¬ 
ing into the last of the 16 fences, Ozymandias had a 
bead on the leader, but hit the final obstacle and flipped 
head over heels. French import Tobiano, a royally- 
bred son of Green Dancer out of Northern Tavern, was 
driving, but just couldn't find enough left to catch 
Onamystic. Two-Hme Virginia Gold Cup star Sugar 
Bee finished a strong third. 

The Guinea Man, Jimmy Kelly, and Our Climber 
passed the judges in that order, followed by Hamid, 
who appeared happy just showing off his excellent 
foxhunting form throughout the race. 

In 1985 Onamystic fell while in the lead at the tenth 
fence in the John Rush Streett, sustaining an injury 
which sidelined him for the rest of that season. In 1986 
he was back again, only to be beaten by three-quarters 
of a length in a thrilling stretch duel with Anne Moran 
on Tom Miller.

This year Onamystic exhibited the maturity of his 8 
years as well as the talent of his breeding. A Foxbrook 
Farm homebred, Onamystic is a full brother to 1984 
Maryland Hunt Cup winner Bewley's Hill and 1984 
Grand National winner Freeman's Hill. 

Nine starters also went to the post in the $7,500 John 
Rush Streett Memorial for non-winners, sponsored by 
the James J. Ward Management Corporation. 

William C. Tickle's Spouting Creeque, ridden by 
Duncan Patterson, broke on top in the short run to the 
first fence, followed by Joy Carrier on Fat Chance 
Farm's Irish-bred Fighting Falcon and Paddy Neilson 
on Brod Munro-Wilson's second English challenger of 
the day, Probon. 

Mrs. John Hannum's big gray. County Bluff, met 
the second fence wrong, losing rider R.P.S. Hannum. 
Hannum attempted to hold onto the reins, but caught 
a blow to his chin from the horse's foot, which ulti¬ 
mately required stitches and ended his plans for re¬ 
mounting. 

Coosaw, ridden and trained by Dennis Brown; the 
eventual winner Finnway Lad; Jay Meister on Herbert 
Sheppard's Double Vested; Bruce Fenwick on Fife 
Symington's Big Conoy; Gerry Brewster on his own 
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Balantic; and Joey Gillet on Paul Krakes' Traffic Boom 
completed the field. 

Moving up the hill parallel to Pocock Road in front of 
the Elkridge-Harford Hunt Club, Fighting Falcon con¬ 
tinued to lead, with Finnway Lad breathing down his 
neck and Coosaw pushing the chase. 

The first break in the order came at the ninth fence 
when Fighting Falcon jumped awkwardly, and Finn¬ 
way Lad, like Onamystic in the first race, seized the 
advantage of his opponent's mistake. 

Also at the ninth. Double Vested put in an extra 
stride, getting under the fence and unseating his rider. 

"He'd been jumping brilliantly," said Double Ves¬ 
ted's jockey. Jay Meister, Billy's older brother, "but 
this is only his second race over jumps, and I think the 
noise of the crowd made him lose his concentration." 

Finnway Lad had it all his own way over the remain¬ 
ing seven fences, with Coosaw coming on for second. 
Spouting Creeque third. Fighting Falcon fourth and 
Probon fifth. Balantic, the second-place finisher in the 
1986 Maryland Hunt Cup, trailed in sixth after not 
jumping up to form, while Big Conoy and Traffic 
Boom trotted across the line to finish. 

The winner, owned by Clarence O'Brien, is a pow¬ 
erful 7-year-old dark brown gelding by Forum out of 


Last Cruise which ran over hurdles successfully for 
trainer Ronald Houghton, and also had an allowance 
win at Fair Hill in 1984. 

Making his first start over timber at Andrews Bridge 
(Pa.) this spring, Finnway Lad finished second by a 
nose to Howard County winner Lovin' Mike. 

"When he broke down pretty badly racing over 
brush, we decided to make a hunter out of him," said 
Finnway Lad's trainer, Aggie Pancoast. "However, he 
really didn't take well to that pace, so we decided to try 
timber. The horse has some physical limitations, and 
we're even doing acupuncture on his back. But with 
his talent and the quantity of snow we had this winter, 
we've had good luck. 

"Joe (jockey Cassidy) and a course in beautiful con¬ 
dition deserve all the credit." 

Like Finnway Lad, 25-year-old Cassidy, who rode 
several point-to-points while working for D.M. 
Smithwick and now rides for Dr. John R.S. Fisher, also 
broke his maiden in this, his second timber race. 

Coosaw, a multiple winner on the Virginia point-to- 
point circuit in 1986, is a Swaps grandson by Bande- 
rilla out of Grischa. The 9-year-old gray, who usually 
prefers to set the pace, handled the challenge of sanc¬ 
tioned company well, in spite of sustaining some 
minor stifle injuries.

As a special feature of the My Lady's Manor point- 
to-point races, each year foxhunter Tom Graul, on 
behalf of his Graul's supermarket in Hereford, pre¬ 
sents a $100 award to the attendant of the best turned 
out horse in each race. 

This year's winners were Tobiano, whose award 
was split among five grooms at Ohrstrom's White- 
wood Farm, and Balantic, done up by Mary Eppler. □

Ben Miller Coordinates 
Operation of Windfields

^A/^orkers are moving quietly about their duties. 
There is an oniony smell of grass being mowed. Empty 
stud barns echo with the sounds of rakes and water 
buckets, while the horses graze outdoors in the sun¬ 
shine. 

It is 11 o'clock on a weekday morning, during the 
busiest part of the breeding season. And Ben Miller, 
making his way from one end of the huge farm to 
another in his aqua station wagon, can't help but feel a 
sense of satisfaction as he surveys the tranquil scene. 

Miller is the man in charge of day-to-day operations 
at Windfields Farm's world-famous Stallion Division 
in Chesapeake City (Md.). Like the manager of a fine 
restaurant or elegant hotel, he tries to make the service 
efficient—and unobtrusive. 

"My job is a lot different from most farm managers 
in this state, if only because of the size of this farm," 
observes Miller, who has been working at Windfields 
ever since it was built by E.P. Taylor in 1968. "We have 
a stallion manager (Junior Clevenger) and a brood¬ 
mare manager (Ken Leonard) to oversee the breeding 
and foaling. I coordinate the various departments and 
serve as a liaison to the clients and (general manager) 
Joe Hickey." 

To understand the magnitude of Miller's responsi¬ 
bility, it helps to have a few numbers. More than 600 
mares (many of whom are astronomically valuable) 


come to Windfields every spring to be bred, and this 
year the farm will handle the foaling of 75 to 100. 
Windfields has 13 stallions, including, of course, the 
legendary Northern Dancer, who was retired in April 
after a long career that made him the most commer¬ 
cially successful Thoroughbred sire in history. 

Northern Dancer's entire stud career (except for his 
initial four seasons in Canada) has been closely moni¬ 
tored by Ben Miller. It was Miller, and farm veterina¬ 
rian Rolph de Cannes, who had the sad task of alerting 
the general manager when the aging stallion began to 
show signs of decline this spring. 

Miller, who is 51 years old, came to Windfields as an 
assistant to farm manager Robert Bennett, and took 
over the top spot when Bennett left about ten years 
ago. Before that he managed Eugene Weymouth's 
farm in nearby Middletown (Del.). 

"The Weymouth family really got me involved with 
horses," recounts Miller. "I grew up in Wilmington 
(Del.)—in the city. An older boy in the neighborhood, 
a friend of my brother's, worked at Eugene Wey¬ 
mouth's family's place, and my brother and I used to 
tag along with him. It started out as fun, just hanging 
around the barn, when I was 8 or 9 or 10 years old. 
I liked getting away from the city. Then, being the age 
I was, the whole farm atmosphere kind of swept me 
off my feet. I developed a real love of horses. It got

to the point where I was out there every weekend and 
summer, and when I got to be about 14 years old they 
offered me a job." 

Ben's father was a carpenter, and there were eight 
children in the family. Ben was the youngest boy, and 
next to youngest child in the family. He was the only 
one to pursue a career with horses. 

Immediately after his graduation from high school 
Miller went to work full-time for the Weymouths. For 
a time the Weymouth family had only hunters and 
show horses, but later they became involved with 
racing and breeding. "I did a broad range of things, 
from galloping horses (back then I weighed 135 
pounds) to bandaging and tubbing horses and muck¬ 
ing stalls," says Miller. 

He advises young people looking toward careers in 
farm management to try and get that kind of basic 
background. "If you start out at the bottom of a big 
operation, and stick it out, that can be a big plus in the 
end." 

He compares his association with Northern Dancer 
to a high school baseball coach lucking onto a player 
with big-league potential. "Deep down you want to be 


associated with the best. And when that gets accom¬ 
plished it's like a dream coming true." 

Still, he tries to keep a realistic attitude toward the 
farm's immensely valuable stock. "Horses have to be 
treated as horses," remarks Miller. "We don't put 
them up on a pedestal. They all get the best care 
possible, but we're not in awe of any of them. When a 
van pulls up to the farm and some famous stakes- 
winning mare steps out, we're all tickled to death. But 
once she's in the barn we don't think about all the 
things she's done." 

The best part of his job is "when I look in the paper 
and see that a horse has won such-and-such a stake, 
and I know that horse was conceived here a few years 
before. Nobody even knows I had a hand in producing 
that horse. But still I feel great. Also, it was a wonder¬ 
ful feeling every time we bred a mare to Northern 
Dancer and she got in foal. I always knew the owner 
would be delighted." 

The most difficult part comes when there is a prob¬ 
lem with a mare or foal, or one of the horses dies, and 
Miller has to call the owner. Finding and selecting 
good help is another major concern. "We have a good 
nucleus of help, some of whom have been here for 12 
or 15 years," says Miller, who supervises a crew of 50 
during the breeding season. "But we can always use 
more good workers." 
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Ben Miller, who came to Windfields when it opened in 

1968, has closely monitored the stud career of recently-retired 
Northern Dancer (above) since his arrival from Canada in 

1969. Right, Miller checks mares and foals in pasture field. 


Miller lives with his wife, Norma, in a cheerful 
ranch-style house right next to the main stud bam. 
The Millers have two daughters: Susan, who has 
worked galloping horses for Windfields and also in the 
office, but is now a housewife with a new baby; and 
Linda, who works part-time in the farm office. Linda is 
married to Windfields stud groom Joe Bench, and lives 
in one of the farm houses with her husband and their 
two children. 

The farm manager's life centers around his work, 
particularly during the breeding season, and Miller 
says he has programmed himself not to think about 
such things as hobbies and travel. "People tell me I 
ought to get a boat—just a little boat, since my wife 
and I really do enjoy the water," he says. "But Tm here 
seven days a week, from February to July. When 
would I find time to work on a boat?" □ 
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Northern Dancer 
Ends Remarkable 
Career At Stud 


N o special ceremony marked Northern Dancer's 
retirement on April 15. "But we all cried a lot/'says 
Windfields Farm's general manager Joe Hickey. "It 
was a very touching moment." 

The greatest stallion ever to make his career in 
Maryland—and by many standards the most success¬ 
ful sire the world has ever known—Northern Dancer 
was taken out of commission this spring, when it 
became apparent that his fertility and libido were 
waning. 

Northern Dancer's general health remains good for 
a horse of his age (26), and he will live out his life as a 
pensioner at E.P. Taylor's Windfields Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City (Md.). "Everything will stay exactly the 
same for him, except that he won't be breeding any 
more mares," explains Mr. Hickey. "He's still the king 
of the hill, and we hope he will be with us for a long 
time." 

Northern Dancer was bred to 24 mares this spring, 
making 43 covers. Only three mares have been ex¬ 
amined and found to be pregnant. And two of those 
three have since lost their foals. The one mare known 
to be in foal to Northern Dancer right now (although 
several others have not gone long enough to be ex¬ 
amined for pregnancy) is the top European race mare 
Mrs. Penny. A multiple Group 1 stakes winner in 
France and England during the early 1980s, Mrs. 
Penny (Great Nephew—^Tananarive (GB) by *Le Fabu- 
leux) was booked to Northern Dancer this year by 
owner W.T. Young. 

Announcement of Northern Dancer's retirement 
came without warning to most of the horse world. But 
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Northern Dancer continued 


Windfields personnel had begun to suspect a problem 
several weeks earlier, when mares bred to Northern 
Dancer were coming back in season. Up until this year 
Northern Dancer was an extremely fertile horse, who 
managed to stop about 85 percent of his mares. 

Alerted to the situation, Qiarles Taylor, president of 
Windfields, made a trip to Maryland in mid-April and 
conferred with attending veterinarians. By that time, 
the world-famous stallion had also lost much of his 
ability to breed mares, and little question remained as 
to the best way to proceed. 

Northern Dancer covered his final mare on April 15, 
with Mr. Taylor present. Immediately after that, mem¬ 
bers of the 32-share syndicate which owns Northern 
Dancer were advised of Mr. Taylor's decision to retire 
the horse. Under the terms of the Northern Dancer 
syndicate agreement, the syndicate manager (Wind- 
fields Farm) was given the authority to decide when to 
retire him. 

The last mare ever to be bred to Northern Dancer 
was Swettenham Stud's Pump. Pump, a 5-year-old 
mare by ’^Forli out of Espadrille by Damascus, is out of 
a full sister to the dam of Nureyev. 

Northern Dancer will no doubt continue to have a 
tremendous impact through his offspring in years to 
come. 

Bred in Canada by Canadian industrialist E.P. 
Taylor, Northern Dancer (Nearctic—Natalma by Na¬ 
tive Dancer) is a small, compact (15.1 hands) horse 
who had no takers when he was offered for sale for 
$25,000 as a yearling. Under the patient handling of 
trainer Horatio Luro, he went on to become an out¬ 
standing race horse. Northern Dancer won the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby and the Preakness, as well as Canada's 
premier 3-year-old event, the Queen's Plate, and was 
never unplaced in 18 starts. As a 3-year-old in 1964, he 
was America's champion 3-year-old and Canada's 
horse of the year. 

Retired to stud in 1965 at Taylor^s Windfields Farm 
in Canada, he initially stood for a $10,000 fee. From his 
first crop of 21 foals came ten stakes winners. His 
second crop yielded English Triple Crown winner Ni¬ 
jinsky II. 

After four years in Canada, Northern Dancer was 
brought to the Maryland division of Windfields Farm, 
where his reputation and value as a sire continued to 
soar. In 1970 he was syndicated for $2.4 million. And 
in 1980 the Northern Dancer syndicate refused a $40 
million offer for the stallion, who was then 19 years 
old. By 1984, the going (privately-negotiated) price for 
a shareholder's season to Northern Dancer was re¬ 


portedly as high as $1 million, with $300,000 up front 
and no guarantee. 

Throughout the years Northern Dancer has sired 
124 stakes winners, more by far than any other stallion 
in the history of the breed. (The next-leading sire of 
stakes winners is ’^Nasrullah, who had 98). Northern 
Dancer has sired 23 champions: Nijinsky II, Sadler's 
Wells, The Minstrel, El Gran Senor, Northemette, 
Giboulee, One for All, Northern Trick, Fanfreluche, 
Minsky, Broadway Dancer, Try My Best, Lauries 
Dancer, Nice Dancer, Dance in Time, Viceregal, Dance 
Act, Nureyev, Woodstream, Danzatore, Shareef 
Dancer, Storm Bird and Secreto. 

Also a phenomenal sire of sires. Northern Dancer 
appears close up in the pedigrees of countless other 
top race horses. His son Lyphard was North America's 
leading sire last year, and The Minstrel by Northern 
Dancer was Maryland's leading sire. In 1986, grand¬ 
sons of Northern Dancer accounted for the Kentucky 
Derby, the Belmont Stakes and the Epsom and Irish 
Derbys. 

Through 1986, daughters of Northern Dancer pro¬ 
duced a total of 62 stakes winners, enhancing his rec¬ 
ord as a leading broodmare sire. 

Northern Dancer's popularity at yearling auctions 
has been correspondingly awesome. At the peak of 
the yearling market boom in 1983, Northern Dancer 
yearlings averaged $1,768,281. The highest-priced 
Northern Dancer yearling ever sold was a colt out of 
the Bupers mare My Bupers, which brought $10.2 
million at Keeneland in 1983. In 1986, 11 Northern 
Dancer yearlings were sold at auction for an average 
price of $991,909. 

"Of all my father's accomplishments in racing and 
breeding, I believe he is most proud of having es¬ 
tablished the Northern Dancer sire line," Charles 
Taylor was quoted in a recent article by Daily Racing 
Form columnist Leon Rasmussen. 

And Joe Hickey had the following comment: " 'As 
for Northern Dancer, he is a legend in his time ... a 
legend for all time. I look at him daily, and little pony 
that he is, I wonder how he ran the fastest Derby of 
them all until Secretariat came along. 

" 'He is a type all of his own. The Southwest horse¬ 
men, whose model is the Quarter Horse, love him. On 
the other hand, he is an enigma to Europeans. How 
does he sire Epsom horses like Nijinsky II and The 
Minstrel? 

" 'They do not have the answers, but the "bonny 
little bay" has made believers of them all.'" □ 
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IVIeetings of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association board 
of directors were held March 11 
and May 6 at the MHBA office in 
Timonium. Directors present at 
both meetings were William Al¬ 
bright, J. William Boniface, King T. 
Leatherbury, James F. Lewis III, 
Donald P. Litz Jr., J.W.Y. Martin 
Jr., Joseph P. Pons Jr. and Katha¬ 
rine M. Voss. Frank A. Bonsai Jr., 
Thomas Bowman, C. Frank Hop¬ 
kins, Robert T. Manfuso and James 
McManus were also present at the 
March meeting. 

The following actions were taken 
at the March meeting: 

With approval of the budget for 
the next fiscal year (April 1,1987 to 
March 31, 1988), the board moved 
to institute a CPA audit of the or¬ 
ganization's finances at the end of 
the current fiscal year and to con¬ 
sider the same procedure on an an¬ 
nual basis in the future. 

It was reported by the executive 
committee that a final settlement 
had recently been negotiated with 
the Maryland Sales Agency, more 
than two years after the conclusion 
of the partnership arrangement be¬ 
tween the company and the associ¬ 


ation. The primary component of 
the agreement is a complete and 
total indemnification of the MHBA 
by Billy Christmas and the Mary¬ 
land Sales Agency. 

The board approved recommen¬ 
dations by the breed promotion 
committee to analyze the methods 
for selecting Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pions before next winter and to be¬ 
gin immediately to select the lead¬ 
ing stallion and leading breeder on 
a broader range of criteria. Upon 
recommendation. The Minstrel 
was named leading stallion for 
1986 and Robert Meyerhoff was 
named leading breeder. Mr. Meyer¬ 
hoff was also nominated by the 
board for the TOBA's award as 
Maryland's most successful breed¬ 
er-owner in 1986. 

A bylaws change was approved 
which immediately puts all breed¬ 
er-owner members on an anniver¬ 
sary-date membership. It was also 
moved that the price of foreign 
subscriptions to the MARYLAND 
Horse be raised to cover postal 
costs and that foreign subscrip¬ 
tions be payable only in U.S. funds. 

The following actions were taken 
at the May meeting: 


Upon the recommendation of 
the breed promotion committee, 
the board moved that the previous 
problem of excess Maryland-bred 
purse monies at the end of a meet 
be solved by an agreement with 
track mangement to carry funds 
over from track to track. 

There was unanimous approval 
of Dennis McCoy's work as repre¬ 
sentative of the MHBA in Annapo¬ 
lis and it was moved that an at¬ 
tempt be made to rehire him for 
next year. 

In response to several different 
groups promoting a new national 
Thoroughbred organization, the 
board moved that, while generally 
supportive of unity, the MHBA 
discourage a national direct-mem¬ 
bership structure and any develop¬ 
ment that might have the effect of 
diminishing the effectiveness of 
the American Horse Council. 

A set of questions developed ex¬ 
pressly to help new owners and 
investors judge the integrity and 
expertise of potential consultants, 
advisors, agents or trainers was en¬ 
dorsed by the board and will be 
publicized in the future. □

A native of Baltimore and a grad¬ 
uate of John Hopkins University, 
Dawson began his career in 1948 
with radio station WMCP-FM. He 
was program director and an¬ 
nouncer when the station switched 
its call letters to WWIN in 1951, 
remaining with the airwaves until 
he joined WMAR. 

Dawson and Feldman were hon¬ 
ored at the Alibi Breakfast, the Fri¬ 
day morning before the Preakness.

on the numerous entries that were 
submitted for the David F. Woods 
Memorial award. 

Stan Hochman's column in the 
Philadelphia Nezvs, May 19, enti¬ 
tled "For Stute, Vindication Sweet¬ 
est Part of Victory," was voted mn- 
ner-up. 

The David F. Woods award hon¬ 
ors the memoray of the Pimlico 
Race Course publicity director 
from 1938-52. During his associa¬ 
tion with Old Hilltop the Preakness 
was elevated in stature. Woods, 
who died in 1982, spent a lengthy 
tenure with the Baltimore Evening 
Sun until his retirement in 1978.

Breeders' Cup Nominees 



Breeders' Cup Limited has an¬ 
nounced that 1,759 stallions 
were nominated to the multimil- 
lion-dollar program for the 1987 
breeding season. The number of 
stallions represents a six percent 
increase over last year's total of 
1,661. 

Only foals by Breeders' Cup- 
nominated stallions are eligible 
to be nominated to the program. 
All foals by Breeders' Cup-nom¬ 
inated stallions for 1987 will be 
eligible for nomination as wean¬ 
lings in 1988. 

In addition, nominated stal¬ 
lions can earn award money in 
Breeders' Cup Premium Awards 
races. Breeders' Cup Budweiser 
Special Stakes and the champi¬ 
onship races on Breeders' Cup 
Day regardless of whether their 
foals are nominated. 

Stallion nominations to the 
Breeders' Cup have increased 69 
percent since the first nomina¬ 
tions were accepted in 1983. By 
the November 15, 1986, dead¬ 
line, 1,687 stallions had been 
nominated to the Breeders' Cup 
for the 1987 breeding season. An 
additional 72 stallions were 
nominated by the late deadline 
of March 15,1987. 

Stallions are nominated annu¬ 
ally to the Breeders' Cup by pay¬ 
ment of a fee equal to their ad¬ 
vertised stud fee, or, if the fee is 
not advertised, the prevailing 
stud fee established by the farm 
for seasons sold to third parties. 
The minimum fee is $1,000. 
Newly retired stallions may be 
nominated any time up to 90 
days after their arrival on the 
farm. 

Eligible foals may be nominat¬ 
ed to the Breeders' Cup with a 
one-time $500 payment. Once 


nominated, foals are eligible for 
purse and awards money in all 
Breeders' Cup programs for 
their entire racing careers.

Waldman will oversee all of 
Windfields' breeding and racing 
operations, including the farms in 
Maryland and Canada, as well as 
the farms' veterinary and nutri¬ 
tional programs.

Horse racing attendance de¬ 
clined in 1986, the 69,310,835 total 
being down 4,114,318 from the 
previous year, according to the 
40th annual survey on sports at¬ 
tendance conducted by Daih/ Rac¬ 


ing Form. The total included at¬ 
tendance for both Thoroughbred 
and harness competition. 

Thoroughbred racing drew 
47,913,693, down 2,586,061 from 
1985. Attendance for harness rac¬ 
ing was 21,397,142, a decrease of 
1,528,257 from 1985. 

In comparison, the attendance 
for baseball—major league, minor 
league, and college—was a record 
80,727,336. Major league baseball 
attendance was 47,500,347 during 
the regular season and 1,433,509 
for the playoffs and World Series.

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"Stroke of Luck" Led 
Levinson to Lost Code

Baltimore is not a place where Don Levinson likes 
to spend a lot of time in winter. In fact, it was just a 
“coincidence," according to Mr. Levinson, that he 
happened to be in town at all on that cold, gray, fateful 
day in the winter of 1986. 

He had come back home from Palm Beach (Fla.) to 
check on business at his industrial plant in East Balti¬ 
more. And he just happened to run into an old friend, 
trainer Bill Donovan, at a local car wash. 

“Bill and I hadn't seen each other for awhile, and we 
started chatting," recalls Mr. Levinson. A former 
member of the Maryland Racing Commission (1972- 
1977), Mr. Levinson had owned horses off and on for 
many years. He had gotten away from racing recently, 
but he admitted to Donovan that he wouldn't mind 
taking it up again. “I told Bill that if he ever came 
across a good 2-year-old colt, with the right breeding, I 
might be interested. I said he should give me a call." 

That conversation took place in January. In April, 
Mr. Levinson picked up his telephone in Palm Beach 
and found Donovan on the line. “He was in Ocala at 
the sales (Ocala Breeders 2-year-olds in training) and 
he'd found a colt he liked very much," recounts Mr. 
Levinson. “Bill wanted me to fly over there right 
away. But I told him to get some idea of what the colt 
might bring and call me back the next day. The owner 
named his price ($30,000) to Bill—and I said okay. And 
the colt was withdrawn from the sale." 

And that's how Don Levinson, a widely-known and 
well-liked 75-year-old Baltimore businessman, came 
to be the owner of one of the hottest 3-year-olds in the 
country right now, a Florida-bred named Lost Code. 

Lost Code, by Codex out of the Ack Ack mare Loss 
or Gain, has won two stakes and earned a total of 


$251,336. In his latest victory, the $350,000 Alabama 
Derby at Birmingham on April 11, he outran Ryehill 
Farm's highly-regarded Homebuilder, as well as top 
national contenders Phantom Jet and Fast Forward. 

Because he was a late-developing colt. Lost Code 
was not nominated to the Triple Crown races, “But 
from now on," says Mr. Levinson. “We've got him 
nominated to everything—the Jersey Derby, the Ohio 
Derby, the Travers. We're covered until October." 

Lost Code, who captured the $25,000 Hoop Jr. 
Stakes at Birmingham just before winning the Ala¬ 
bama Derby, is the horse of a lifetime not only for 
Levinson, but also for Bill Donovan. A longtime public 
trainer in Maryland, Donovan moved his headquar¬ 
ters to the Birmingham Turf Club in Alabama when 
that track opened this spring, and he currently has 
about 35 horses stabled there. Donovan's wife, Don¬ 
na, who was a handicapping expert for Dick Woolley's 
“Showcase of Racing" show on radio station WFBR in 
Baltimore, hosts a daily handicapping show and semi¬ 
nar at Birmingham. And the Donovans' son, Pat, is an 
outrider at the Alabama track. 

Having his horse based at Birmingham, so far from 
home, is not ideal as far as Mr. Levinson is concerned. 
“But there's nothing I can do about it," he says. Lost 
Code, Levinson's stable of one, is the first horse Dono¬ 
van has ever trained for him. Still, the owner says he 
feels a great loyalty. “If I were like some people, I 
would take the horse away. But it's so wonderful 
knowing that Bill and Donna have finally got a good 
horse. The look on their faces after Lost Code won the 
Alabama Derby was compensation enough for me." 

Levinson, who grew up in Baltimore on Hilton 
Street near the lake, has been a horse lover all his life. 
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"I used to go out to Sagamore Farm as a kid and sit on 
the fence and watch the horses work," he says. "Sit¬ 
ting there right beside me would be Alfred G. Vander¬ 
bilt." 


Mr. Levinson's father was in the liquor business, 
and bottled alcohol for the government during Prohi¬ 
bition. After Prohibition ended, Mr. Levinson and his 
brother started their own rectifying business, bottling 
"Baltimore pure" rye. And then, some 45 years ago, 
Mr. Levinson founded the business that was to make 
him prosperous: the Tomke Aluminum Company on 
East Monument Street. 

Aluminum scrap from huge factories such as Martin 
Marietta and Bendix is recycled for use in making steel 
at Mr. Levinson's plant. As Mr. Levinson explains it, 
his company was an offshoot of a business. United 
Iron and Metal, that belonged to his wife's family. 
"During the War (World War II) Glenn L. Martin had a 
tremendous plant here in town making airplanes and 
other equipment, and it produced a lot of aluminum 
scrap," explains Mr. Levinson. "There was not a plant

in Baltimore that could handle all that aluminum. So 
we found this land, and built this plant, and I've been 
here ever since." 

One of the first things Mr. Levinson did once his 
business had become well-established was to buy a 
race horse. "George (Pappy) Mohr was my first train¬ 
er, in about 1947 or '48," he says. "I started out with a 
partner and we kept buying and claiming horses, but 
we never had anything big. The best I ever had were 
allowance horses." 

Up until the arrival of Lost Code, Levinson's great¬ 
est distinction within the horse industry had come 
through his service to the Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion. A Mandel appointee, he served under the chair¬ 
manship of Newton Brewer. In the late 1970s Levinson 
headed a Commission subcommittee ("actually I was a 
committee of one," says Mr. Levinson) that studied 
the controversial issue of medication. 
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Levinson continued 


“I spent about eight months meeting with leading 
veterinarians and trainers all over the country, and I 
took notes on everything they said and had it all com¬ 
piled,” he recalls. “Then I made my report.” Levin¬ 
son's report, submitted in February, 1979, recom¬ 
mended that the controlled medication program in 
Maryland should be allowed to continue. 

"From what I learned,” remarks the former Com¬ 
missioner, "it seemed to me that Lasix definitely has a 
place in racing. Lasix can be a great drug for a horse 
that has trouble breathing, and needs help to run to its 
potential.” 

Ironically, Levinson's views on medication were re¬ 
cently put to a real-life test with Lost Code. "The first 
time Bill ran him at Birmingham (in an allowance race 
on March 7), he finished sixth,” says Mr. Levinson. 
"When he came back to the barn after the race. Bill's 
son Pat said he could tell something was wrong with 
him. So they called the vet in, and he scoped the 
horse. The vet couldn't find anything wrong. But the 
kid still wasn't satisfied. So they let the colt walk 
around and, sure enough, he bled. He was laid up for 
a couple of weeks and he came back on Lasb<. Since 
then he's been terrific—knock on wood!” 


Now Mr. Levinson is looking forward to expanding 
his stable, perhaps with a filly that has broodmare 
potential. 

On January 1 of this year Levinson's son Stephen 
(formerly part-owner of the Cafe des Artistes restau¬ 
rant in Baltimore) joined him in business. Stephen 
now has charge of the day-to-day operation of Tomke 
Aluminum and Mr. Levinson Sr. is officially semi-re¬ 
tired. So the timing could hardly have been better for 
Mr. Levinson to become involved in racing in a big 
way. 

Levinson and his wife, Bootsie, live in the Guilford 
section of Baltimore City. In addition to Stephen, they 
have two daughters: Gail Shawe, who is vice-princi¬ 
pal of the middle school at Friends School in Baltimore 
and the wife of prominent labor relations lawyer 
Stephen Shawe; and Nancy Levinson, who works for 
the development firm of Struever Brothers and Rouse. 

Theirs is a family of achievers. But, as Mr. Levinson 
is the first to point out, it was simply "a stroke of luck” 
that led him to Lost Code. □ 

With son Stephen running his business on a daily basis, Mr. 
Levinson divides his time between Baltimore and Florida. 
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Jack Mosner Appointed 
To Racing Commission 


The Maryland Racing Commission will undergo its 
first major change in three years on July 1, when John 
H. (Jack) Mosner Jr. replaces current member Joseph 
B. Hickey Jr. 

Hickey, manager of Windfields Farm in Chesapeake 
City (Md.), was named to a three-year term by Gover¬ 
nor Harry Hughes in 1984. Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has appointed Mosner to succeed Hickey. 

Mosner, 61 (no relation to Timonium's general man¬ 
ager Max Mosner), is president of Mercantile Bank- 
shares Corporation in Baltimore. 

A lifelong racing fan, Mosner has been involved 
with Maryland's horse industry in the past in several 
different ways. He owned a small racing stable in 
partnership back in the 1970s, although he does not 
presently own any horses. And he has served as secre¬ 
tary-treasurer of the Maryland State Fair and Agricul¬ 
tural Society since 1975. 

The new commissioner was born and raised in 
Cumberland, and got his introduction to the sport at 
the old Cumberland Fair. "My father was secretary- 
treasurer of the Cumberland Fair," Mosner says. 
"From the time 1 was in the third grade, it was a big 
event every year to go to the races." 

Over the years Mosner has been a vocal advocate of 
Timonium, and he will resign "with reluctance" from 
his place as an officer at Maryland's only remaining 
fair track. "Timonium is an outstanding organiza¬ 
tion," comments Mosner. "And it makes a big con¬ 
tribution to racing in this state. A lot of people look 
forward to that ten-day meeting in the summer. Ti¬ 
monium has introduced a lot of young people to the 
racing game." 

Mosner says he is not familiar with the current ob¬ 
jectives of the Racing Commission, and will take some 
time to acquaint himself with the issues. "1 have heard 


that this Commission is a good one; that they're doing 
a good job. Of course there have been a lot of changes 
in racing recently. It looks like things in general are 
going in a positive direction." 

The Maryland Racing Commission is comprised of a 
seven-man panel that oversees both flat racing and 
harness racing in the state. Other Racing Commission 
members are Dr. Roger Scullin, Francis Wells, Eric 
Frederick, Ordell Braase, Dr. Ernest J. Colvin and Wil¬ 
liam Furey. Furey, a practicing attorney from Chevy 
Chase (Md.), serves as chairman. □

the nominating committee of zone 
3 of the AHSA. 

Kennedy was chief executive of¬ 
ficer of W.O. Covey, Inc., a food 
distributing company, and he was 
president of the board of Nanticoke 
Memorial Hospital, Seaford, Del., 
where a memorial fund has been 
established in his memory. He is 
survived by his wife, Julie, a well- 
known horsewoman; his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Jerome Kennedy of 
Seaford; and his sister, Jane Eiken- 
berry, of Lawrenceville, Ga. 

Nancy Lee Boyer 

Nancy Lee Boyer, a sculptor who 
also raised horses and other ani¬ 
mals, died April 28 of cancer at her 


home. Rocky Hill Farm on West 
Pasadena Road in Millersville. She 
was 48. 

Since 1960, she had taught riding 
at the farm where she and her hus¬ 
band, Charles Bryant Boyer, also 
boarded horses and trained Thor¬ 
oughbreds they raced at tracks in 
Maryland and nearby states. 

She also bred and raised mastiffs 
and was active in the North and 
East Mastiff Dog Club. 

She and her husband raised an 
orphaned lion, a leopard and tiger 
cubs. She kept a pet lioness in a 
compound at the farm. 

The former Nancy Lee Beasley 
was born in Baltimore and reared 
there and in Pinehurst, in Anne 
Arundel County. She trained as a 
sculptor at the Maryland Institute. 

Her husband is a contractor and 
horse farmer. 

In addition to her husband, sur¬ 
vivors include two daughters. 
Dawn Lee Kane of Davidsonville 
and Holly Ann Boyer of Millers¬ 
ville, and two brothers, retired 
Navy Cmdr. Robert H. Beasley Jr. 
of Leonardtown and Air Force Lt. 
Col. David A. Beasley of Pasadena. 

Thomas]. White Jr. 

Thomas Justin White Jr., former 
executive editor of the Baltimore 
News-American and part owner of a 
small racing stable, died April 20 
after a short illness at Johns Hop¬ 
kins Hospital. He was 67. 

A native of Brooklyn, N.Y., Mr. 
White spent more than 40 years as 
a reporter and later editor in the 
Hearst organization. Following his 
retirement at the News-American, 
Mr. White continued to write two 
columns a week for the paper. One 
was an award-winning column 


tracing the history of jockeys and 
other persons who requested their 
ashes be spread over the track at 
Pimlico. 

Early in his career, Mr. White re¬ 
quested a transfer to Baltimore in 
the Hearst company. Asked the 
reason for requesting that city, Mr. 
White replied that it would place 
him in close proximity to Pimlico. 

Mr. White is survived by his 
wife, the former Sara Alden Sim¬ 
mons: a son, Thomas J. White of 
N.Y., a stepdaughter, Willa A. 
Harris; two sisters, Carmel Eitt, 
Falls Church, Va., and Nancy 
White, N.Y., a former editor of 
Harpers Bazaar; a brother, John 
White, of Middlebury, Vt., and a 
grandson.

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Two-Year-Old Market Strong 
At Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Sale

All over the country, 2-year- 
olds in training sales have been 
strong this year. And the recent 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic selected 
sale—the first of two select 2-year- 
old auctions scheduled in Mary¬ 
land this spring—was in keeping 
with the national trend. 

Gross receipts soared by 62 per¬ 
cent over the previous year, while 
the average increased by 16 percent 
at the auction held April 26 at Ti- 
monium. A total of 103 horses were 
sold for $1,678,200, an average of 
$16,293. An additional 34 horses, 
approximately 24 percent of those 
that went through the ring, were 
buybacks. 


Sales toppers, at $60,000 each, 
were the Marshall W. Silverman- 
consigned colt North of Suez 
(Magesterial—Suez Miss by The 
Axe II), who was purchased by 
Don Litz, as agent; and Oil Slick, a 
colt by Lord Gaylord—Biscay's 
Baby by Melson, sold by H.T. 
Show Stable and Whiffletree Farm, 
Inc., with Whiffletree as agent, and 
bought by Mrs. J.M. Moran. 

North of Suez is out of a half- 
sister to a major stakes producer. 
Oil Slick, by one of Maryland's na¬ 
tionally-recognized sires, is a half- 
brother to a graded stakes-placed 
filly. 



Leading consignor, in gross 
amount, was Whiffletree Farm as 
agent, which sold a total of 23 hors¬ 
es for $452,200. Marshall W. Silver- 
man, agent, was next, selling six 
head for $210,000. Silverman also 
recorded the second highest aver¬ 
age among consignors at the sale, 
at $35,000. 

Consignor Bryan Rice, who sold 
two horses for $77,000, or an aver¬ 
age of $38,500, had the highest av¬ 
erage. Also among the top con¬ 
signors was James T. Drunagel, 
agent. Drunagel brought three 
horses to the sale and sold all three 
for a total of $73,000, and an aver¬ 
age of $24,300. 

Major buyer was Michael Moran, 
who purchased three 2-year-olds 
(including a Quadratic filly for 
$49,000) for a total of $100,500. 

Considered separately were nine 
horses sold as phase 1 of a com¬ 
plete dispersal by Helen M. Polin- 
ger. Mrs. Polinger's 2-year-olds, 
who were not selected under terms 
of her agreement with Fasig-Tip¬ 
ton, which will sell all of her hold¬ 
ings, brought $67,000 and averaged 
$7,456. The standout in her con¬

Maryland-bred Ajdal, the Northern Dancer colt who was 
second highweighted on the European Free Handicap at 2 
last year, established himself as the favorite for England's 
classic General Accident Two Thousand Guineas-Gl 
when he won the Groim 3 Craven Stakes in his first 1987 
appearance, on April lo. 

Typically, Ajdal's margin of victory was not impressive— 
he finished a mere three-quarters of a length in front of 
runner-up Don't Forget Me. But the colt remained unde¬ 
feated in his four starts following the Craven Stakes. 
(Ajdal was unplaced in the Two Thousand Guineas after 
experiencing "accidental interference" from a horse 
which was subsequently disqualified.) 

Ajdal was bred by Ralph C. Wilson, a Detroit (Mich.)- 
based businessman who owns the Buffalo Bills football 
team. A $7.5 million buy-back at the 1985 Keeneland 
Selected Yearling sales, the colt was purchased privately 
by his owner. Sheikh Mohammed al Maktoum, following 
the sale. 

The product of unsurpassed bloodlines, Ajdal is out of the 
stakes-winning mare Native Partner, who has produced 
three other major stakes winners: Flying Partner (by Hoist 
the Flag), a Grade 1 winner in the U.S.; Formidable (by 
’^Forli), a Group 1 stakes winner in England; and Fabuleux 
Jane (by ’^Le Fabuleux), winner of group stakes in France. 
Ajdal was foaled at Windfields when his dam was re¬ 
turned to Northern Dancer in 1984. Native Partner died of 
laminitis in 1986. She has two foals still to race: a 2-year- 
old colt and yearling filly, both by Northern Dancer. 

Ajdal's three races prior to the Craven consisted of two 
non-black type stakes last September, and the William 
Hill Dewhurst Stakes-Gl at Newmarket last October, in 
which he was successful by three-quarters of a length. 


Jet, by *Tamao, is out of a half-sister to Courtly Dee, dam 
of champion Althea and four other stakes winners. But 
the 16-year-old mare had done nothing to distinguish 
herself up until producing Landaura. 

Landaura, who has finished off the board only once in 
nine starts, boosted her earnings to $130,104 when she 
won the Deputed Testamony Stakes. She has been 
aimed, since last fall, for the 1987 filly classics.

Mister SM. continued 

Mister S.M., a Rollicking colt bred by Glade Valley Farms, 
is a late bloomer among this year's crop of nationally- 
ranked 3-year-olds. But his hard-fought victory in the 
Grade 3 Garden State Stakes left little doubt that he is for 
real. 

Never far off the pace. Mister S.M. charged up on the 
outside, wore down several rivals in the stretch, and 
captured the race in a photo finish over Derby candidate 
Templar Hill. Maryland-bred Harriman, who had beaten 
Mister S.M. by four and a half lengths in the Cherry Hill 
Mile, was another three and one-half lengths back, in 
third place among the field of nine. Receiving nine 
pouncfs from Templar Hill and Harriman, who were high- 
weighted at 124, Mister S.M. was third choice in the 
betting and paid $8.60 to win. 

Mister S.M. is owned by Sam Morrell, a retired builder in 
New York who currently makes his home in Boca Raton, 
Fla. The colt was making only his second stakes appear¬ 
ance in the Garden State Stakes, and had not been nomi¬ 
nated to the Triple Crown. Following his big success at 


Garden State, Morrell and trainer Steve DiMauro were 
pointing him toward the $1 million Jersey Derby. 

"He was a slow developing colt, which is why we didn't 
nominate him in the beginning for any of the big races," 
DiMauro explained. "Fortunately, we can still supple¬ 
ment him to the Jersey Derby." 

Glade Valley Farms, which sold Mister S.M. as a yearling 
at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky September sales for $53,000, 
still owns the colt's dam. Empty Nest by No Robbery. A 
half-sister to three stakes winners, including multiple 
stakes winners Comedy Act ($498,687) and Red Ember 
($216,840), Empty Nest was a winner of $12,330. She has 
had one other foal to race: a 4-year-old colt by Apalachee 
named Papoose Vamoose, wno is a winner of slightly 
more than $26,000, in moderate claiming company. 

Empty Nest also has a 2-year-old Rollicking colt. King's 
Nest, who is currently in training for Glade Valley partner 
Howard Bender, and a yearling filly by Rollicking. She 
foaled this year to Czaravich, and is back in foal to High¬ 
land Blade. 

Rollicking, Maryland's 1987 leading sire in money earned, 
stands at Glade Valley Farms for $10,000 live foal.

''Big as most of the colts she raced against, tougher than 
some of them, faster than almost all of them," is the way 
the legendary Gallorette has been described. A Mary¬ 
land-bred mare of the 1940s, Gallorette displayed her 
heart and her durability in numerous national handicap 
events and made a total of 72 starts, winning 21 races and 
20 times finishing second. 


This spring she was honored at Pimlico with the 36th 
running of the Gallorette Handicap-G3. And appropri¬ 
ately enough, that renewal of an old fixture was won by 
the only Maryland-bred in the race. 

Scotch Heather, trained by Jack Mobberley and owned 
and bred by Mobberley's longtime client Bill Backer, upset 
odds-on favorite Catatonic while scoring by three-quar¬ 
ters of a length. Catatonic, who was coming off back-to- 
back victories in the Betsy Ross Handicap-G3 and Snow 
Goose Handicap, held on to be second, followed by Foot 
Stone, Natania, Rush for Gold and Finder's Reward. 

Scotch Heather's success in the graded stakes boosted her 
earnings by $54,600 to a total of $252,711. 

Mr. Backer, a New York advertising executive, bred 
Scotch Heather from the Triple Bend mare Trail Ride, 
whom he purchased at Keeneland as a yearling in 1977 for 
$14,500. Scotch Heather has campaigned for three sea¬ 
sons for Backer and Mobberley, consistently holding her 
own in good allowance company and local filly and mare 
stakes. But the Gallorette was the 5-year-old mare's most 
impressive triumph so far.

Prince Judex continued 

Good old Mr. Judex was a useful sort of race horse. He 
campaigned for ten seasons, making a grand total of 122 
starts, back in the 1960s and '70s. Third in the Maryland 
Futurity as a 2-year-old, and second in the Annapolis 
Stakes at 3, he earned more than $112,000 for veteran 
horseman Ray Vogelman. 

At the close of the horse's long career in 1974 Vogelman, 
who bred and owned and trained Mr. Judex, displayed 
his gratitude in the best way he knew how—by standing 
him at stud. The fee was little or nothing, and he was 
almost never advertised. But Vogelman's private stallion 
had sired 40 winners when he died (of old age) at Mildred 
Day's farm in Reisterstown this past February. 

Now, a few months after his death, Mr. Judex has credit 
for his first stakes winner. 

Prince Judex, who won going away by four and a half 
lengths in Pimlico's Mister Diz Stakes, is a son of Mr. 
Judex and the Count Brook mare Went Where. Prince 
Judex was sold as a yearling by Vogelman at the 1985 
Eastern Winter Mixed sale for $1,000. The 3-year-old colt 
races in the colors of Edwin Wachtel, who claimed him for 
$16,000 at Philadelphia Park last December. But he is a 
Vogelman product through and through. 

Like many of Vogelman's successful runners. Prince 
Judex has managed with very little pedigree. He is the 


first stakes winner in four generations on his dam's side of 
the family. His broodmare sire is Mr. Vogelman's other 
private stallion, the 25-year-old Count Brook. Not espe¬ 
cially well-bred and unsuccessful as a race horse. Count 
Brook is one of Maryland's most remarkable sires, having 
come up with many good winners and a number of stakes 
winners from a relatively limited access to mares. 

Prince Judex made his debut last August at Delaware Park 
for owner Vernon Foraker, and did not break his maiden 
until his seventh try, in a $14,000 maiden claiming event 
at Philadelphia Park in November. Twice in his early 
career he was risked for as little as $12,500. But in recent 
months he has steadily improved. Just prior to the stakes. 
Prince Judex won an allowance race at Aqueduct. 

"I would like to say I've done something to make this 
horse come around and run so well," remarked trainer 
John Forbes, who haltered the colt on behalf of owner 
Wachtel. "But the truth is that he just got good. He just 
kept on getting better and better." 

Prince Judex defeated a field of seven other Maryland- 
bred 3-year-olds when he won the $40,000 Mister Diz. 
Runners-up were proven stakes performers Sudden Flare 
and Silano. Sent off at odds of nearly 4-1, Prince Judex 
paid $9.60 to win and took home a purse worth $28,438.

Of Harriman's nearly $200,000 in earnings (up to mid- 
April), only some $17,000 had come in graded races. And 
that, by itself, was likely to be enough to keep the Mary¬ 
land-bred colt out of the Kentucky Derby, where eligibil¬ 
ity is limited to 20 starters, based on earnings in graded 
stakes. 

But his impressive victory in the Cherry Hill Mile proved 
that Harriman can hold his own against the nation's top 
3-year-olds. Harriman posted every fraction and was rid¬ 
den out to win by four and a half lengths in the race at 
Garden State on April 4. A steppingstone to the Triple 
Crown events, the $100,000 Cherry Hill Mile drew ten 
starters. Favored High Brite (who finished fourth) had 
recently been a game second to Gulch in the Bay Shore 
Stakes-G2. Harriman shared high weight of 117 pounds, 
and gave two pounds to the runner-up, Maryland-bred 
Mister S.M., who came back to defeat him in the Garden 
State Stakes-G3 two weeks later. 

Harrirnan, a three-quarter brother to champion Lord 
Avie, is owned by longtime Middletown (Del.) breeder 
Bayard Sharp, and conditioned by Mr. Sharp's highly 
respected private trainer, Charley Peoples. In the past. 
Sharp and Peoples have campaigned a number of out¬ 
standing runners, including Troilus, Mississippi Mud, 
and 1985 champion Maryland-bred 2-year-old Papal 

A big, rangy son of the leading Maryland sire Lord Gay¬ 
lord, Harriman ranks among the best horses ever owned 
by Sharp. The 3-year-old colt picked up seven pounds for 
his return engagement in the Garden State Stakes on 
April 18, and finished third behind Mister S.M. (who 
received nine pounds from Harriman) and the Maryland- 
owned and trained Templar Hill. 

Following the Garden State Stakes-G3, Harriman was 
being pointed toward the Preakness.

Winning this year's renewal of the time-honored Jen¬ 
nings Handicap was not just a matter of money, or of 
tradition. It was a point of pride for Little Bold John's 
owner Jack Owens and trainer Jerry Robb. 

Only one month before. Little Bold John's connections 
had tested him against superstars in Gulfstream Park's 
Donn Handicap-G2. And the 5-year-old gelding had 
come back to Maryland a conquering hero. But in his 
follow-up appearance—against Broad Brush in Pimlico's 
Campbell Handicap-G3—he ended up badly beaten. 
With his victory in the Donn already in danger of being 
written off as a fluke. Little Bold John's reputation was on 
the line in the Maryland-bred stakes. 

His comeback in the Jennings was definitely reassuring. 
Little Bold John totally dominated the competition, lead¬ 
ing all the way to register by three-quarters of a length. 
The 8-5 favorite and 120-pound highweight in the field of 
ten older Maryland-breds, he prevailed over his arch-rival 
Sparrowvon, who put in a game effort to be second, a 
length and three-quarters in front of longshot Dancing 
Hie. Brilliant Stepper was fourth. Little Bold John covered 
the mile and one-eighth distance in 1:50%, over a track 
labeled sloppy. 

The Jennings Handicap, named in honor of William Jen¬ 
nings Sr., a distinguished Maryland horseman of the late 
1800s, was first run at Pimlico in 1923. A traditional spring 
event, the race had its 47th running this year. 

Eight days after that. Little Bold John gave a repeat per¬ 
formance in another Pimlico fixture, the Grade 3 Riggs 
Handicap. Odds-on favorite in the Riggs, Little Bold John 
led all the way and triumphed by a length and a half over 
Sparrowvon. The Riggs is named for William (Billy) 
Riggs, who was secretary of the Maryland Jockey Qub 
from 1898 to 1926.

Talon, a 12-year-old chestnut, was sent from Eng¬ 
land to Neilson's Unionville (Pa.) farm in February to 
point toward the Hunt Cup. Owner Brod Munro-Wil- 
son also has two other prospects in training with Neil¬ 
son: The Guinea Man, winner of the 1986 Butler

Grand National and a taller at the third fence in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup, and Probon, another newcomer. 

"Talon is a good English 'chaser type, an Irish-bred 
by George Spelvin out of Battling Bessie," said Neil- 
son. "He was one of the fav^orites in the 1984 (English) 
Grand National, when ridden by Antony Webber, but 
he fell. He was also third in the Aintree Foxhunters 
race. 

"At Vosses', he went perfectly. I was really pleased 
with his jumping." 

The second race drew a field of six. Jack Fisher, son 
of former timber race rider and veterinarian Dr. John 
R.S. Fisher, riding his own Natty Bumpo, moved out 
in front immediately, with Irv^ Naylor on Nickle Mop- 
pett. Jay Meister on Cautious Prince and Bruce Fen¬ 
wick on Fire Walker in close pursuit as they disap¬ 
peared behind the barns. 


Coming toward the finish for the first time, I\y Hill 
Stable's Skaneatles put in a lovely fence, but couldn't 
equal the effort at the next jump, in front of the crowd, 
hobbling and dumping his rider, Clinton Pitts Jr., on 
the turf. 

Fisher then regained the lead, stalked as before by 
Nickle Moppett and Fire Walker, with Cautious Prince 
and Paddy Neilson on Atop It All trailing. 

Approaching the last fence. Natty Bumpo and Fish¬ 
er appeared to be in excellent position when the 6- 
year-old gelding swer\^ed to the left on landing, nearly 
shutting off Naylor, whose horse had flown the final 
obstacle. 

Naylor and Nickle Moppett recovered quickly and 
drove on to a three-length victory over a faltering 
Natty Bumpo, with a tired-looking Fire Walker in 
third. 




Natty Bumpo had hit the next-to-last, piercing his 
knee, which had put him out of competition for the 
remainder of the season. 

Nickle Moppett, a 10-year-old by Carlburg out of 
Nicholas Mop, was a successful handicapper over the 
big brush in England before coming to this country last 
July. 

Fenwicks swept the pony races, Emily (shown at left with 
friend Hedy Borne) winning the small division with Frisky 
Business and brother Charles III the large on Mickey Finn.

"That old English horse really loved the deep going. 
Every fence was beautiful except one on the backside 
where two horses tried to squeeze us. But he's so 
experienced that he just put in an extra step, and we 
were over. You can't count us old guys out," said 
Naylor, who rode his first timber race in 1953. 

The two jumping races were followed by a new 
attraction on the Elkridge-Harford card: pony races. 
The small pony race was won by Emily Fenwick, who 
led wire-to-wire on her grandmother's (Mrs. Donald 


Culver) Frisky Business, followed by her brother 
Charlie on Ali Baba, Cindy Vandernat on Lady Cloud, 
Sara Gompf on Second Choice and Michele Sanger on 
Another Doll.

Delusion Victorious in 
Marlborough Feature

In spite of the raw and rainy weather, the Marl¬ 
borough Hunt meeting at Roedown near Davidson- 
ville carded nine full races on the afternoon of April 5, 
with two, a maiden hurdle and a flat, split into two 
divisions. 

Of the 11 events, three were won by rider Joey Gillet 
of Monkton, who also took second in another race. 

Butler horseman Charles Fenwick Jr. won this year's 
leading trainer of the day award with four victories 
and one second. Furthermore, Fenwick rode two of 
those winners himself. 

The feature race, the John D. Bowling Memorial, 
one and one-half miles over brush, turned into a duel 
between these two "hot" contenders. 

Gillet, riding Monkton Stable's Delusion, broke on 
top but quickly settled into third, allowing Colvin 
Ryan on C.P. Beler's Fabiano and Hill Parker on his 
mother's Rough Lad to take over. Past the crowd on 
the first circuit, the same three continued to hold the 
front positions. 

As the field of six crossed the start for a second time, 
Fabiano put in a bad fence, losing ground; Delusion 
picked up the pace and Gregg Morris on Fenwick- 
trained Performance Bond used the long gallop of the 
backside to make his move. 
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The three came ov'er the next-to-last obstacle like a 
hunt team, but on landing Gillet and Morris drew 
away from Ryan. 

As Performance Bond, owned by Gary Black, and 
Delusion, trained by Tom Voss, came under the wire, 
it was Delusion the victor “by a nostril" in 3:05%. 

Delusion, a 6-year-old bay gelding by Magic Banner 
out of Dr. Billie, was bred by Gillet's neighbor, promi¬ 
nent flat trainer and former steeplechase jockey Sid¬ 
ney Watters. 

"The horse ran over jumps several times last sum¬ 
mer and was second twice at Saratoga," said Gillet.

"Then he was turned out at Watters's farm on Hess 
Road. We bought him in January, and I just threw the 
tack on and rode home." 

Delusion, who won his first 1987 start at the War- 
renton Hunt point-to-point, is owned in partnership 
by Gillet's mother and stepfather, Mr. and Mrs. John 
Schapiro, and his uncle, former Senator Joseph 
Tydings. 

"If he's going well, we may keep him running over 
hurdles in the summer, but our main goal is to hunt 
him all winter to get him ready for timber next spring," 
Gillet explained. 

Other Gillet wins at Marlborough were on Labadie 
Mill Farm's Glued to the Tube in the second division of 
the one-mile Trident Plate and the same owner's Will- 
sum in the one and one-half mile Mattaponi, both on 
the flat. 

In the Trident, division two, Charles Heekin's Fan- 
tasying, ridden by Ben Guessford, was second and 
Marilyn Ketts's Ivory Hill third. 

Second place in the Mattaponi went to Crowned 
Monarch, owned by Mrs. T.H. Voss and ridden by 
Jack Fisher. George Strawbridge Jr. came in third on 
his own Justin.

followed a length back by Mrs. Dennis Gehman's Pail- 
lon and David Diamond's Diamond Dreamer. 

A full complement of entries in the mile and a half 
Raborg Maiden Hurdle necessitated running two 
components. 

In the first set of seven starters, D. Herbert Shep¬ 
pard's Von Csadek, ridden by Caroline Worrall, broke 
first, followed by D.M. (Speedy) Smithwick Jr., on 
Trelay and Gregg Morris on Turney McKnight's Kuuj- 
juaq. 

The order stayed much the same until the back- 
stretch when veteran Ben Guessford clicked Charles 
Heekin's Beal Boru into high gear. As they crossed 
under the wire, Trelay had held his lead, with Beal 
Boru second and Kuujjuaq third. 

The second division had six starters, with Patrick 
Worrall on Dictionary following his sister's perform¬ 
ance to be first over the first fence. Royal Crown Sta¬ 
ble's By the Way then took the lead as the field came in 
front of the crowd for the initial run. Fenwick-trained 
Grito de Gloria held second and Mr. and Mrs. J.F. 
Lubford's Counselor's Kids was running third. 

Circling up the hill to the start once more. Counsel¬ 
or's Kids and Grito de Gloria set the pace. Approach¬ 
ing the last fence. Speedy Smithwick burst out of the 
pack on Mrs. Ogden Phipps's Laurel stakes winner 
My Big Boy, catching Counselor's Kids but narrowly 
missing the winner, Grito de Gloria. 

As would be expected, Charles Fenwick's winning 
rides came in the two timber events. 

The John Begg Memorial, a three-mile open race, 
drew only two starters. Local Kid, owned by Mrs. 
Wallace Lanahan, handled the course with ease, win¬ 
ning by 20 lengths. Mrs. Thomas White's Marlboro 
Prince exhibited some jumping difficulties, but man¬ 
aged to complete the course under the experienced 
hand of Speedy Smithwick. 

In contrast, the Benjamin H.C. Bowie maiden tim¬ 
ber over the same course of 17 fences drew seven 
en fries. 

Fenwick, on Arthur Arundel's Not Tomorrow, led 
wire-to-wire, staving off only a challenge by Alex 
White on D.M. Smithwick's Barney R., which ulti¬ 
mately finished third. 

In second place, five lengths back, was 16-year-old 
Nicholas Schweizer making his first start over timber 
on his father's Hi Roller Bill. 

In the junior pony race Stewart Strawbridge was 
victorious on his cousin Beth Fenwick's Protege, fol¬ 
lowed by twins Rebecca Ripley on Dudley Doright and 
Charles Ripley on April. 

In the junior race for horses, Blythe Miller on Prince 
Dino was the winner, closely pursued by Britt Graham 
on Tough Times Tony and Diana Gillam on Northern

Joint-MFH Frank Bonsai pounded to a five-length 
victory on Prince o' Rock in the Thomas Sheridan 
Memorial (the Green Spring Valley Hounds old-fash¬ 
ioned point-to-point) on Sunday afternoon, March 29. 
The first woman to finish was Elkridge-Harford fox- 
hunter Beth Secor Campbell, and the first junior. 
Green Spring member Patrick Worrall. 

The five-plus mile course, devised this year by joint- 
Master J.W.Y. Martin, was complicated, with no obvi¬ 


ous, straight-line route. Beginning and finishing at the 
Green Spring kennels, it spread eastward across the 
Western Run Valley. Competitors were faced with 
four mandatory checkpoints, numerous stream cross¬ 
ings, and many stiff fences. 

The nine starters split into two segments as the flag 
dropped, four heading toward Ned Murray's to the 
southeast and five toward the chip at Redmond Stew¬ 
art's to the north.

"This was definitely a 'thinking' course," com¬ 
mented veteran foxhunter Irv Naylor, who finished 
fifth on his Czar Salar. "One of the first options was a 
big fence, about four and a half feet high, up a bank by 
Catherine Jackson's barn. When we saw young Wor- 
rall take that one, we knew he was out to win, and 
we'd better keep up with him. 

"Another option was through Danny Brewster's," 
Naylor recounted with a grin. "When Frank and 1 
walked the course, 1 pointed out that the best route 
was the line fence in-and-out across the driveway. It 
would cut off a quarter of a mile. 

" 'I don't know,' Frank drawled. 'Your horse would 
have to be jumpin' awful good to make that.' 

"As the race progressed, the rest of us headed for 
the panel as planned. TTien I looked over and saw 
Bonsai sailing the line fence. That was where he beat 
us." 

Prince o' Rock is a Bonsai homebred by Prince O'Pil- 
sen out of Antique Rock, who was known for produc¬ 
ing good jumpers. Nicknamed "Jaws" because he 
broke his jaw as a 2-year-oId, the 11-year-oId chestnut 
was second to Louise Stump's three-time winner 
Snare at Green Spring in 1986. 

I his year, hard pressed by Ben Griswold on Anvil, a 
1985 Maryland Hunt Cup competitor. Bonsai lost his 



stirrup over the second-to-last fence, but drove his 
game gelding up the hill for a decisive victory. 

Worrall, a 15-year-old freshman at St. Paul's 
School, took home the James Stump Memorial trophy 
as the first (in fact, only) junior, riding another 1985 
Maryland Hunt Cup contestant. Priest Rock, now 
Doug Croker's hunter. 

Coming on strongly at the end, the pair finished 
fourth overall, in spite of a fall in the woods when the 
English-bred Priest Rock slipped and went down on 
his side. 

Beth Campbell, the first woman across the line, was 
mounted on Home Rules, "a horse we saved from the 
Alpo can," said Sara Secor, Campbell's mother and 
the horse's owner. 

"I answered an ad in the Sunday paper for pea¬ 
cocks," explained Secor, "and when I got there, they 
also had a mare and a weanling that they were selling 
for the board bill. The only other bidder was the dog 
food man." 

Now 7 years old, the unregistered Thoroughbred 
weanling has grown up to be the favorite family fox- 
hunter as well as a successful show horse with many 
"A" level championships. 

Accepting the Thomas Sheridan Memorial trophy, 
Frank Bonsai, who won the Maryland Hunt Cup in 
1956 on Lancrel, offered a few words of wisdom to the 
multitudes assembled after the race. 

"This just shows you," Bonsai intoned, holding 
high the silver bowl. "It doesn't matter how old you 
are or how bad you ride, if you try long enough, you'll 
make it!" □

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Bolt. Dick Francis. G.P. Putnam's 
Sons, New York. 1987. 318 pp.

Dick Francis is back with his an¬ 
nual fix for steeplechasing/mystery 
fans. His new novel is called Bolt, 
referring not to a horse running out 
of control, but to an old-fashioned 
type of gun once employed as a 
humane horse killer. 

Now, however, for no immedi¬ 
ately discernible reason, in the 
dark of the night, some nefarious 
person is killing healthy, winning 
steeplechase horses with a bolt. 

"The bolt uses captive bullets. 
Called captive because the killing 
agent doesn't fly free of the gun, 
but is retracted back into it. . . The 
bolt went into Cotopaxi at that exact 
spot. It wasn't any old haphazard 
job. Whoever did this knew exactly 
what to do." 

Finding that "whoever" is the 
task Christmas "Kit" Fielding, 
champion steeplechase jockey, 
sets for himself. 

We met Kit Fielding in Francis's 
last novel. Break In. He's a thor¬ 
oughly likeable character who car¬ 
ries forward one of the author's en¬ 
during themes: 

"The law doesn't always deliver 
justice," explains Fielding. "The 
victim mostly loses. Too often the 
law can only punish, it can't put 
things right." 

For our hero, righting victims' 
wrongs is "the highest priority." 

The injured parties in Bolt, aside 
from the dead horses, are the own¬ 


er of Fielding's steeplechase 
mounts. Princess Casilia, and her 
invalid husband, both elderly aris¬ 
tocrats of the finest order. 

To add romantic interest. Field¬ 
ing is engaged to their stunning 
American niece, a non-horseper- 
son, who interjects further conflict 
into our hero's life because she is 
no longer sure that she wants to be 
married to someone determined to 
break his neck over a fence. 

Intertwined, Kit continues an 
ongoing hereditary battle with the 
head of the Allardeck family, a rac¬ 
ing steward resolved to destroy 
Fielding's career as a jockey. 

Although the ultimate success of 
the hero is never in doubt, the in¬ 
trigue moves at a strong pace, in¬ 
cluding vintage Francis steeple¬ 
chasing scenes and the compassion 
for horses and humans that has en¬ 
deared this author to his devoted 
readers. 

"To kill her horses. If Henri Nan- 
terre had been there at that mo¬ 
ment I would have stuffed his plas¬ 
tic gun down his loud-voiced 
throat. Cascade and Cotopaxi . . . 
people I knew, had known for 
years. I grieved for them as for 
friends." 

The interplay of subordinate 
characters is also Francis's forte. In 
Bolt we meet an artfully delineated 
minor protagonist. Aunt Beatrice. 
Currently ensconced in Palm 
Beach, she has returned to London 
to badger her brother, the Prin¬ 
cess's husband, for more money. 


"Aunt Beatrice spoke with a 
slight French accent heavily over¬ 
laced with American. She had a 
mass of cloudy hair, white going 
on pale orange . . . her fistful of 
rings looked like ounce-heavy 
nuggets, and a crocodile had 
passed on for her handbag. Bea¬ 
trice, in short, enjoyed her cash." 

Writer Dick Francis and his wife 
Mary divide their time between 
England and Florida. Wonder 
what actual person served as the 
model for this unattractive human 
being? Will Aunt Beatrice recog¬ 
nize herself? Even if she does not, 
Francis's readers will delight in the 
portrait. 

Eavesdropper. John Francome 
and James Macgregor. Macdonald 
& Co., Ltd., London. 1986. 223 pp. 
$15 hardcover. 

What do English steeplechase 
jockeys do when they retire? They 
follow in Dick Francis's bootsteps 
and write thrillers about racing, of 
course. 

John Francome was one of the 
top National Hunt jockeys of all 
time until his retirement about 
three years ago. His autobiogra¬ 
phy, Born Lucky, was a bestseller in 
1985 and a tribute to his tremen¬ 
dous popularity with the British 
racing public. 

His writing accomplice in this 
new endeavor, a novel called Eaves¬ 
dropper, is James Macgregor, sim¬ 
ply described on the book jacket as 
"happily married and living in 
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England." Unfortunately, this may 
be the most intriguing part of the 
mystery. 

Nevertheless, like Francis, Fran¬ 
come draws appealingly on his 
equine background to relate the 
adventures of James Thackeray, a 
professional racing journalist cum 
amateur steeplechase jockey, who 
inadvertently discovers the body of 
a murdered racing steward in a 
horse van at Newbury race course. 

In true Francis imitation, Thack¬ 
eray does not leave the matter for 
the police to solve, but sets about 
turning up his own clues, thereby 
engendering the ire of the murder¬ 
ers, who attempt to do him in via 
severed stirrup leathers, pushing 
him in front of a train, strangling, 
and the like. 

Suspects range from the dead 
man's wife to a horse trainer to the 
owner of Thackeray's own news¬ 
paper. 

Throughout his own racing ca¬ 
reer, Francome was well known for 
his unquenchable sense of humor. 
This quality crops up frequently in 
his writing, with one-liners tossed 
in so casually that you almost need 
to read them twice to be certain you 
read correctly. 

Describing the ill-fated steward. 
Sir Denby Croft, by means of the 
man's own thoughts, Francome 
says, "Although it was still driz¬ 
zling, he preferred his own com¬ 
pany to that of some East End cab 
driver with his endless chatter 
about what was wrong with the 
world today. After all, the answer 


was simple. Shoot the lefties and 
reintroduce National Service. A 
dose of that would cure all ills. 

And later, "Gazing at the riding 
whips on display in the window, 
he was reminded of the large fines 
he had imposed on two young 
jockeys for excessive use of that im¬ 
plement in a photo finish at Kemp- 
ton. As far as he was concerned 
that sort of thing was best left to the 
bedroom." 

Francome's hero might be track¬ 
ing down the steward's murderer, 
but he doesn't have to like the vic¬ 
tim ... or, perhaps, to revere his 
exalted position in the racing 
world. While it may not advance 
the plot, Francome's ready wit al¬ 
ways delights his reader. 

Ultimately, the hero, James 
Thackeray, gets to ride in the 


Grand National at Aintree. Here 
Francome's personal experience 
shines through in its authenticity 
and sparkling detail, adding that 
special equine flavor to a garden- 
variety mystery story. 

If you still want more of the same 
after reading Dick Francis's newest 
offering, try a draught of John 
Francome. The author's droll ban¬ 
ter as well as the milieu are sure to 
please. The copy is nearly as enter¬ 
taining as the original . . . but you 
must love Dick Francis and steeple¬ 
chasing to be satisfied.

50 Years Ago.. . 

■ Top story 50 years ago was the 
yearling show, held two days 
before the Preakness. A dozen 
yearling colts and 19 fillies were 
on hand in the centerfield of 
Pimlico race course when Judge 
James E. Fitzsimmons called his 
first class into the ring on May 13. 

The Hall of Fame trainer, 
affectionately known as "Mr. 

Fitz" or "Sunny Jim," had this to 
say about his experience as judge 
of the yearling show: 

"Those who witnessed the 
recent yearling show of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 


Association at Pimlico were 
treated to a display of mighty fine 
looking young horses. The whole 
turnout was impressive. 

"It reflected much credit on the 
members of the Association . . . 
There wasn't a yearling sent into 
the ring that could have been 
considered poor as far as general 
appearances were concerned." 

■ Less than half a page was 
needed to record the victory of 
War Admiral in the 1937 
Preakness. It is interesting to note 
that no mention was made of the 
phrase Triple Crown, a term 
which had been introduced only a 
year earlier.

■ In his column "The Racing 
Scene" Joe B. Hickey Jr. reported 
that a crowd of 32,856 attended 
the Preakness. There was 
noticeable retrogression here as 
over 45,000 had seen War 
Admiral win 20 years earlier. 

Bold Ruler captured the 1957 
Preakness, beating out Derby 
winner Iron Liege by two lengths. 
Thirty years later horses are still 
winning at Pimlico by the method 
Hickey commented on: "Though 


outbroken by Federal Hill, Bold 
Ruler was in front on the rail as 
the field rounded the clubhouse 
elbow and never was in danger of 
losing his position after that. . . 

"This Preakness was Mr. Fitz's 
fourth" as a trainer. It was also 
his last. Earlier he had saddled 
Gallant Fox (1930), Omaha (1935) 
and Nashua (1955). 

Topping the Preakness 
celebration list was Vice-president 
■Richard M. Nixon. His wife Pat 
presented the Woodlawn Vase to 
Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps, 
owner of Bold Ruler. 

Hickey also pointed out that 
"For Eddie Arcaro, Bold Ruler's 
Preakness was his sbcth." This, 
too, was Arcaro's final Preakness 


triumph, as he announced his 
retirement five years later in 1962. 


10 Years ago.. . 

■ Marking a milestone in 
production, the MARYLAND 
Horse advanced to a full color 
cover in June, 1977, showing a 
youthful-looking Billy Turner 
(Seattle Slew) with the caption, 
'Triple Crown Trainer." 

Maryland Horse editor 
Snowden Carter, in covering the 
Preakness, flatly predicted a 
Triple Crown for Seattle Slew, 
commenting . . it is accurate to 
say that none has performed the 
feat (Triple Crown) since 
Secretariat in 1973. But on June 
11, 1977, there will be a tenth 
(barring accident or the 
unforeseen). 

"Seattle Slew is a champion, 
make no mistake about it. He 
ranks with the best horses ever to 
race in this country, ABC 
television yakkers notwithstanding." 

■ Fendall M. Clagett gained his 

second grand championship at 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
yearling show with a colt by Run 
Fool Run, whom he personally 
exhibited. □

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Editorial 


The Quintessential Breed 

Bearing the horse-loving chromosome, I love all individuals and breeds, though 
some more than others. In the mid-1970s, when judging mixed 4-H classes at the 
Kansas State Fair, I relied on my conviction that the fundamental principles of selection 
are unalterable, regardless of breed or purpose. 

In fact, however, with the exception of Thoroughbreds, every light-horse breed 
has specialized characteristics or functions that confuse the selection process. So-called 
"color breeds" give extra emphasis to appropriate hair color or markings. Fanciers of 
other breeds look for certain characteristics—shape or head and ears, angle of croup, 
arch of neck, or amount of muscling—that exemplify type. And there are still other 
breeds that emphasize inbred capabilities for unusual gaits or ways of moving. 

Thoroughbreds alone have been selected for more than 250 years solely on confor¬ 
mation and ability to run ... a pure marriage of form and function. Those with poor 
conformation are likely neither to win consistently nor to sell well, regardless of color or 
arch of neck or muscling or knee action. While admiring all breeds, I still consider the 
Thoroughbred the quintessential expression of the species.
